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EDITORIAL 

A  S  Easter  draws  near  we  think  of  the  age-old  question :  "If  a  man  die, 
■**■  shall  he  live  again?  all  the  days  of  my  appointed  time  will  I  wait,  till 
my  change  come."  (Job  14  :  14) 

The  sweet  affections  of  the  human  soul,  the  love  that  binds  us 
together  as  families  and  friends  in  this  earth  life  can  bind  us  together  as 
families  in  the  realm  beyond  the  veil  of  death.  The  Apostle  Paul  wrote: 
"If  in  this  life  only  we  have  hope  in  Christ,  we  are  of  all  men  most 
miserable."  (1  Cor.  15  :   19) 

During  the  lifetime  of  our  Saviour  He  performed  many  great 
miracles:  He  turned  water  into  wine;  He  healed  the  sick  —  the  blind  — 
the  lame;  He  raised  the  dead;  He  calmed  the  tempest.  His  greatest  mission 
upon  the  earth  was  to  redeem  man  from  the  bonds  of  death.  He  was,  as  it 
were,  a  "Lamb  without  blemish,"  a  sinless  One  with  power  to  "Lay  down 
His  life  and  power  to  take  it  up  again." 

After  His  death  He  was  placed  in  a  tomb  and  it  was  sealed.  We  read 
on  in  Matthew: 

"In  the  end  of  the  sabbath,  as  it  began  to  dawn  toward  the  first  day  of 
the  week,  came  Mary  Magdalene  and  the  other  Mary  to  see  the  sepulchre. 

"And,  behold,  there  was  a  great  earthquake :  for  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
descended  from  heaven,  and  came  and  rolled  back  the  stone  from  the  door, 
and  sat  upon  it. 

"His  countenance  was  like  lightning,  and  his  raiment  white  as  snow: 

"And  for  fear  of  him  the  keepers  did  shake,  and  became  as  dead  men. 

"And  the  angel  answered  and  said  unto  the  women,  Fear  not  ye:  for 
I  know  that  ye  seek   Jesus,  which   was   crucified. 

"He  is  not  here:  for  he  is  risen,  as  he  said.  Come,  see  the  place 
where  the  Lord  lay."  (Matt.  28  :  1-6) 

After  His  resurrection  He  appeared  to  the  Nephites  and  it  is  recorded 
thus :  "Behold  my  Beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased,  in  whom  I 
have  glorified  my  name  —  hear  ye  him. 

"And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  understood  they  cast  their  eyes  up 
again  towards  heaven;  and  behold,  they  saw  a  Man  descending  out  of 
heaven;  and  he  was  clothed  in  a  white  robe;  and  he  came  down  and  stood 
in  the  midst  of  them;  and  the  eyes  of  the  whole  multitude  were  turned  upon 
him,  and  they  durst  not  open  their  mouths,  even  one  to  another,  and 
wist  not  what  it  meant,  for  they  thought  it  was  an  angel  that  had  appeared 
unto  them. 

"And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  stretched  forth  his  hand  and  spake 
unto  the  people  saying: 

"Behold,  I  am  Jesus  Christ  whom  the  prophets  testified  shall  come 
into  the  world."  (3  Nephi  11  :  7-10) 

To  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  He  appeared  with  the  Father  in  the 
Sacred  Grove. 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  stands  as  a  witness  to  the  reality  of  the 
resurrection.  He  lives  and  because  He  lives  we  too  shall  be  restored  body 
and  limb,  resurrected  beings,  in  the  due  time  of  the  Lord.  Of  this  we 
humbly  bear  witness.

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EDITORIAL 

The  Sum  of  the  Whole  Matter 

IN  this  day  of  pressure  groups,  lobbies,  vested  interests  and  over-selling 
of  one  idealogy  as  against  another,  many  people  are  left  in  a  state 
of  confusion. 

The  question  of  what  to  believe  and  what  way  to  go  becomes  ever 
more  important  in  their  minds. 

President  David  O.  Mckay,  in  his  prophetic  role,  gave  us  a  key  to 
follow  which  is  the  path  to  safety.  He  said : 

"In  these  days  of  uncertainty  and  unrest,  liberty-loving  people's  greatest 
responsibility  and  paramount  duty  is  to  preserve  and  proclaim  the 
freedom  of  the  individual,  his  relationship  to  Deity,  and  the  necessity  of 
obedience  to  the  principles  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  Only  thus  will 
mankind  find  peace  and  happiness." 

It  is  remembered  that  the  Book  of  Mormon  mentions  difficult  times 
in  which  every  effort  was  made  to  find  peace.  Then  it  is  recorded  that 
only  through  the  preaching  of  the  word  of  God  did  peace  come,  for  the 
preaching  of  the  word  was  more  powerful  even  than  the  sword. 

Elder  Harold  B.  Lee  gave  us  a  summation  of  this  great  principle  also 
when  he  said  at  a  recent  conference: 

"The  conclusions  we  must  reach  are  inescapable  as  we  ponder  these 
profound   declarations : 

"One  who  has  an  abiding  conviction  concerning  God : 

"Who  has  faith  in  his  relationship  to  Deity : 

"And  the  necessity  of  obedience  to  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ: 

"Who  believes  in  and  has  a  love  for  the  Son  of  God,  and : 

"Who  has  a  feeling  of  certainty  as  to  the  immortality  of  the  soul : 

"Can  successfully  combat  sin  and  unrighteousness  IN  ANY  GUISE." 

These  principles  sum  up  the  entire  matter  of  present-day  conflict 
and  dangers. 

If  we  will  live  the  Gospel  fully,  we  will  be  so  fortified  by  it  that  we 
can  and  will  resist  sin  and  deceit,  no  matter  in  what  guise  they  may 
appear. 

We  then  would  not  be  tempted  by  the  worldly  fashions  of  the  day, 
because  God  has  taught  us  modesty. 

We  would  not  be  persuaded  by  alluring  advertising  of  liquor  and 
tobacco,  because  God  has  given  us  the  Word  of  Wisdom. 

We  would  not  covet,  for  God  has  forbidden  it. 

We  would  not  be  weakened  by  the  so-called  "new  morality"  which  is 
no  morality  at  all,  because  God  has  taught  us  the  law  of  chastity. 

We  would  not  be  persuaded  to  join  any  rioting  or  other  unlawful 
movement,  because  an  article  of  our  faith  teaches  us  to  honour  and 
sustain  the  law. 

We  would  not  be  lured  into  Communistic  circles,  because  Communism 
is  anti-Christ,  and  therefore  opposed  to  all  that  the  Lord  teaches  us. 

We  would  not  steal,  nor  lie,  deceive,  nor  misrepresent,  neither  in 
business  nor  in  gossip  nor  in  any  of  our  relationships  with  our  fellowman, 
because  —  "We  believe  in  being  honest,  true,  chaste,  benevolent  ..." 

We  would  not  take  advantage  of  anyone  for  any  reason,  because  we 
would  live  the  Golden  Rule,  doing  to  others  as  we  would  be  done  by. 

We  would  not  feel  obliged  to  find  expression  for  our  talents  or  ideals 
in  any  oblique  manner  because  our  allegiance  to  our  Church  affiliations 
would  be  complete,  and  we  would  give  to  them  our  time  and  our  talents 
for  the  building  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.

And  as  President  McKay  emphasized,  "Only  thus  will  mankind 
find  peace  and  happiness."

A   New  Branch,  is  Born 


Part  of  the  Nairobi   Branch 

were   a  group   of  wonderful   saints  living  in 
organized  into  a  formal  Branch  of  the  Church. 


THE  South  African  Mis- 
-*-  sion  seems  to  be  grow- 
ing gradually  despite  the 
spattering  of  Saints  who 
leave  each  year  for  seem- 
ingly greener  pastures  over- 
seas. Not  only  is  it  growing 
in  numbers  and  spiritual 
strength  it  has  recently 
grown  in  area.  On  Sunday, 
February  19,  the  Central 
African  State  of  Kenya  was 
added  to  our  domain.  Not 
for  the  purpose  of  sending 
missionaries  to  work  there 
however,  but  because  there 
Nairobi   who  wanted  to   be 


This  new  addition  came  about  in  a  surprising  manner.  In  November 
of  last  year  no  one  had  any  idea  that  there  were  any  members  of  the 
Church  living  in  Nairobi  except  for  the  Nairobi  Saints  themselves.  So  when 
Elder  Richard  L.  Evans,  a  member  of  the  Quorum  of  the  Twelve  Apostles, 
and  also  President  of  Rotary  International,  made  his  tour  of  Africa  in 
November,  1966  he  had  no  idea  that  when  his  plane  landed  in  Nairobi 
there  would  be  about  twenty  five  saints  at  the  airport  to  meet  him. 

Elder  Evans  found  that  they  were  then  holding  regular  church 
services  and  that  they  wanted  to  know  what  they  could  do  to  be  organized 
into  a  Branch.  So  he  wrote  to  the  authorities  in  Salt  Lake  City  recom- 
mending that  something  be  done.  And  something  was  done. 

Not  long  after  Elder  Evans'  visit  President  Snow  received  a  letter  from 
Elder  James  A.  Cullimore,  Area  Supervisor  of  this  mission,  asking  him  to 
go  to  Nairobi  and  organize  the  saints  there.  On  Saturday,  February  18, 
President  Snow  and  his  assistant.  Elder  R.  Gordon  Randall  who  had 
come  to  the  end  of  his  two  and  a  half  years  of  service  here  in  the  South 
African  Mission,  flew  to  Nairobi  where  they  met  with  the  members  for 
three  days. 

On  Sunday  President  Snow  and  Elder  Randall  held  a  special  meeting 
with  the  saints  in  the  home  of  Brother  and  Sister  Joseph  M.  Fillerup. 
President  Snow  spoke  to  them  of  the  blessings  of  branchhood  and  asked 
them  if  they  would  support  a  Branch  of  the  Church  in  Nairobi.  This  of 
course  they  readily  agreed  to.  During  the  course  of  the  meeting  Brother 
Joseph  McDonald  Fillerup  was  sustained  as  the  Presiding  Elder  of  the 
Nairobi  Branch  and  Brother  Gary  Karless  Stewart  was  sustained  as  the 
First  Counsellor  to  Brother  Fillerup. 

Brother  Fillerup  and  his  family  are  in  Nairobi  on  a  teaching  contract. 
Brother  Fillerup  is  a  visiting  Professor  from  the  Teachers  College  of 
Columbia  University  in  America,  and  is  the  chairman  of  a  teacher 
education  project  in  Kenya. 
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Brother  Stewart,  a  medical  doctor,  is  in  Kenya  with  his  family  and 
is  attached  to  the  United  States  Peace  Corps. 

Other  families  in  the  Branch  are  the  Earle  W.  Schwartz  family  and 
the  Frank  K.  Gillies  family.  Also  part  of  the  Branch  is  Sister  Pamela 
Robertson,  a  boarding  student  at  Kenya  High  School.  Her  parents  are  on 
the  staff  at  Egerton  College  which  is  about  100  miles  north  of  Nairobi. 

Our  new  branch  is  a  welcome  addition  to  our  growing  mission  and 
we  wish  it  all  the  best  that  the  Lord  has  to  offer.

HEN   the  heavens   were   opened   for  the   restoration   of  the   gospel, 
the  Lord  unlocked  the  gate  for  the  emancipation  of  women. 


On  that  early  spring  morning  in  1820  when  Joseph  Smith  sought 
wisdom  from  the  Lord,  women  throughout  the  world  were  in  virtual 
slavery.  In  the  eyes  of  the  law  they  were  like  goods  and  chattels,  com- 
pletely owned  and  directed  by  their  fathers  and  husbands.  At  that  time,  if 
women  earned  money  they  did  not  have  the  right  to  spend  it  without  the 
consent  of  their  husbands  and  fathers.  They  could  not  pursue  higher 
education  or  enter  colleges  or  universities.  They  could  not  become  doctors, 
lawyers  or  scientists;  neither  did  they  have  a  right  to  make  a  will  or  own 
and  deed  away  property.  They  could  not  vote  nor  could  they  be  elected 
to  public  office. 

When  the  light  of  the  restored  gospel  burst  upon  the  world,  these 
barriers  to  women's  status  and  progress  miraculously  began  to  be  removed. 
It  was  in  the  Restored  Church  itself  where  these  chains  of  boundage  were 
first  broken  and  began  to  fall  away. 

When  the  Church  was  first  organised  in  1830,  women  were  imme- 
diately given  ecclesiastical  sufferage.  In  all  matters  that  came  before  the 
general  membership  of  the  church,  women  voted  side  by  side  with 
men.  It  was  at  this  time  that  Joseph  Smith  made  the  memorable  statement, 
"The  glory  of  God  is  intelligence".  Women  as  well  as  men  were  encour- 
aged to  study,  to  teach  one  another  diligently,  to  seek  after  knowledge  and 
to  enlarge  their  understandings.  In  the  words  of  the  prophet  both  men 
and  women  were  "to  obtain  a  knowledge  of  history  and  of  countries,  and 
of  kingdoms,  of  laws  of  God  and  man,  all  of  this  for  the  salvation  of 
man." 

One  of  the  first  women's  publications  in  the  world,  "The  Woman's 
Exponent"  —  now  known  as  the  "Relief  Society  Magazine"  —  was  esta- 
blished in  Salt  Lake  City  in  June  1872.  Even  at  this  early  date  this  maga- 
zine was  edited  and  prepared  by  women  for  woman's  enlightenment, 
enjoyment,  and  progress.  President  Brigham  Young  encouraged  the  founda- 
tion of  this  woman's  periodical  realising  the  possible  benefits  from  this 
literary  effort. 

As  the  Restored  Church  began  to  function  fully,  various  women's 
organisations  became  a  fundamental  part  of  it.  The  first  and  most  im- 
portant of  these  was  the  Relief  Society  organisation  which  was  established 
by  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  when  the  church  was  only  twelve  years  old. 

More  than  any  other  woman's  organisation  in  the  world  this  society 
has  enlarged  women's  scope,  sphere  and  importance.  As  described  in  the 
Relief  Society  Centenary,  "From  that  very  hour  on  the  Thursday  after- 
noon of  March  17,  1842,  began  the  advancement  in  privileges,  rights,  and 
material  comforts  which  women  now  enjoy." 

This  great  organisation  develops  women's  faiths,  talents,  and  execu- 
tive skills,  and  makes  them  better  wives,  mothers,  homemakers,  citizens 
and  daughters  of  our  Father  in  Heaven.  It  also  gives  them  opportunities 
to  cement  lasting  friendships  with  other  women  who  possess  the  same 
high  ideals.  Today  Relief  Society's  blessings  and  opportunities  for  service 
and  self-development  extend  to  approximately  287,000  women  all  over  the 
world. 
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A  Saving  Organisation

TN  the  Spring  of  1842,  a  certain  Miss  Cook  who  was  a  seamstress  to 
-*-  Sarah  M.  Kimball,  approached  her  with  regard  to  assisting  in  making 
shirts  for  the  Temple  workmen  and  suggested  that  other  neighbours  com- 
bine their  efforts  and  means  in  this  venture.  A  few  sisters  were  invited 
to  form  a  ladies  society.  They  duly  met  in  Sister  Kimball's  parlour.  Sister 
Eliza  R.  Snow  was  asked  to  write  a  constitution  and  by-laws  and  submit 
them  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  prior  to  the  next  meeting.  On  reading 
them  he  admitted  they  were  the  best  he  had  seen.  "But",  he  said,  "this  is 
not  what  you  want.  Tell  the  sisters  that  their  offering  is  accepted  of  the 
Lord  and  He  has  something  better  for  them  than  a  written  constitution." 

Thus  it  was  on  Thursday  afternoon,  March  17,  1842,  the  prophet 
Joseph  Smith  was  inspired  by  revelation  to  organise  "The  Female  Relief 
Society  of  Nauvoo".  Eighteen  sisters  were  present  and  Emma  Smith  was 
chosen  the  first  President,  with  Elizabeth  A.  Whitney  and  Sarah  M. 
Cleveland  as  Counsellors.  This  was  the  first  organisation  of  women  in 
the  world,  as  far  as  history  records.  Here  they  were  organised  under  the 
Priesthood  after  a  pattern  of  the  Priesthood.  The  Prophet  said  "This 
Church  was  never  perfectly  organised  until  the  women  were  thus  organised." 
From  a  lowly  beginning  of  18  women,  membership  now  exceeds  many 
thousands  scattered  throughout  the  world.  There  is  no  other  orginasation 
like  it  —  the  world  could  not  duplicate  it  —  for  where  do  you  find  the 
same  hopes  and  inspiration  and  aspiration  and  faith  and  love  of  truth  as 
the  Relief  Society  sisters  manifest  in  their  lives?  It  has  grown  to  be  a 
power  in  ihe  Church.  It  has  a  place  as  an  aid  to  the  Priesthood  of  God. 

The  ultimate  aim  and  purpose  of  the  auxiliary  organisations  of  the 
Church  is  to  plant  and  make  grow  in  every  member  of  the  Church  a 
testimony  of  Jesus  Christ  and  of  the  Gospel  and  of  the  divinity  of  the 
mission  of  Joseph  Smith.  Relief  Society  has  endeavoured  to  live  up  to 
this  admonition  through  its  wonderful  programme.  The  spiritual  messages 
of  the  Visiting  Teachers  spread  missionary  work,  and  strengthens  the 
testimonies  of  the  sisters  in  the  home.  The  Scriptural  Living  Lessons  give 
nourishment  to  the  work  of  the  Lord  and  helps  us  keep  His  command- 
ments. The  Homemaking  programme  strengthens  testimonys  by  providing 
an  atmosphere  of  love  and  friendliness,  of  sharing  talents  and  spiritual  ex- 
periences, and  of  providing  educational  and  cultural  features  in  harmony 
with  the  ideals  and  standards  of  the  Church. 

Testimonies  grow  in  an  atmosphere  of  cultural  refinement  where 
we  are  admonished  to  search  and  study  out  of  the  best  books.  What  joy 
this  literature  provides.  The  joy  to  know  the  ideals  of  womanhood  in 
relation  to  the  home  and  the  family.  The  lessons  on  Social  Relations  where 
we  study  Gospel  ordinances  which  God  has  instituted  for  the  salvation  of 
man,  help  us  to  realise  the  responsibilities  that  we  have  as  mothers  and 
daughters  of  a  Heavenly  Father. 

Surely  when  an  organisation  is  brimful  with  so  many  beautiful  attri- 
butes, it  is  pleasing  in  the  sight  of  our  Heavenly  Father  so,  in  this  year 
of  1967,  as  we  celebrate  the  125th  anniversary  of  Relief  Society,  may  both 
the  organisation  and  the  sisters  be  blessed  with  growth  in  love  and 
righteousness.

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THE  AUGEAN  STABLES

i^kNE  of  the  most  important  influences  in  our  world,  has  come  down  to 
y^  us  from  the  ancient  Greeks.  For  over  2,000  years  we  have  taken  great 
inspiration  and  delight  from  the  culture  and  wisdom  of  their  golden  age. 
The  democratic  idea  of  citizens  governing  themselves  had  its  roots  deep 
in  their  rocky  soil.  We  point  to  Pericles  as  an  example  of  statesmanship. 
Greek  philosophy  was  in  full  bloom  five  hundred  years  before  Christ. 
Even  now  we  live  in  the  philosophic  shadow  of  Socrates,  Plato,  and 
Aristotle. 

Aeschylus  and  Sophocles  wrote  the  first  tragedies;  Aristophanes  pro- 
duced the  first  comedy,  Euripides  was  one  of  the  world's  greatest  dramatists, 
and  Demosthenes  was  one  of  its  greatest  orators.  By  the  time  Alexander 
the  Great  was  26  years  old  he  had  conquered  most  of  the  known  world 
and  had  planted  Greek  culture  and  enlightenment  wherever  he  had  gone. 
Our  alphabet  and  much  of  our  speech  comes  from  the  Greeks.  The  great 
epic  poems,  the  Iliad  and  the  Odyssey  are  still  best  sellers,  and  through 
them  we  celebrate  the  glory,  courage  and  strength  of  the  great  Greek 
warriors. 

Early  Greek  traditions  live  through  the  writings  of  Cicero,  Horace,  and 
Virgil.  Plutarch  enlarges  our  ambition  through  his  stimulating  biographies 
of  the  most  famous  people  of  that  day.  But  probably  the  central  core 
and  chief  glory  of  the  ancient  Greeks  was  centred  in  their  religion.  The 
poets  sang  their  loftiest  hymns  to  the  Gods  and  told  of  their  heroic  deeds 
in  the  most  stately  verse.  Greek  architects  planned  exquisite  temples  to 
their  deities  which  the  sculptors  carved  in  marble,  and  ornamented  with 
precious  stones. 

The  Greeks  set  aside  the  scared  top  of  Mount  Olympus  reaching  10,000 
feet  into  the  sky  of  northern  Greece  as  a  shrine  for  their  super  mortals 
and  national  heroes  and  sculptors  for  more  than  2,000  years.  In  their 
myths  the  Greeks  personified  the  important  virtues  that  they  desired  to 
see  reflected  in  their  own  lives. 

They  first  cast  their  patterns  in  heroic  scale,  and  then  moulded  their 
minds,  spirits,  and  bodies  accordingly.  Aesop  was  a  famous  Greek  writer 
who  wrote  interesting  fables  and  brought  helpful  philosophies  out  of  the 
mouths  of  animal  actors.  In  nothing  were  the  Greeks  small.  They  had 
no  pygmy  complexes  but  instead  were  always  lifting  life  above  the 
mediocre  and  ordinary. 

One  of  the  most  important  contributors  to  the  glory  and  literature  of 
Greece  was  the  hero  Hercules.  Hercules  was  the  son  of  Zeus,  and  he  had 
in  super  abundance  those  qualities  of  strengths  which  have  distinguished 
the  lives  of  great  people  in  all  ages.  Through  his  life  Hercules  accom- 
plished the  most  unbelievable  feats.  In  later  years  the  people  of  Sparta 
accounted  for  their  glory  by  their  tradition  that  they  were  descendants  of 
Hercules. 

One  of  the  special  events  for  which  we  remember  Hercules  was  his 
famous  "twelve  labours".  Because  of  the  antagonism  of  the  Goddess  Hera. 
the  youthful  Hercules  was  bound  over  to  a  Myceanean  King  by  the  name 
of  Eurystheus.  Eurystheus  assigned  Hercules  to  perform  twelve  super 
tasks,  each  one  of  which  was  considered  an  impossibility  and  one  of 
these  difficult  and  unpleasant  labour  was  to  clean  the  Augean  stables. 

Augeas  was  the  king  of  Elis.  He  owned  a  large  stable  which  housed 
an  enormous  herd  of  oxen.  Because  the  stable  had  not  been  cleaned  for 
many  years  it  now  seemed  like  an  impossibility.  But  Hercules  cleaned  it 
in  a  single  day  by  diverting  the  river  Alpheus  from  its  course  and  running 
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it  through  the  stable.  However,  this  myth  is  much  more  than  just  an 
interesting  story.  It  is  also  a  symbol  of  our  own  greatest  need.  For  years 
we  have  used  the  stable  of  Augeas  to  represent  the  things  that  are  ex- 
ceedingly filthy   or  outstandingly  corrupt. 

In  our  national  and  individual  lives  we  recognize  a  large  number  of 
Augean  Stables.  Generally  our  news  stands  and  movie  houses  are  filled 
with  filth.  The  press  gives  us  a  daily  report  of  the  dirt  and  corruption 
that  is  surrounding  us  on  every  side.  Our  "great  society"  itself  might  in 
some  ways  be  compared  with  the  stable  of  Augeas,  as  it  is  filled  with  crime, 
murder,  adultery,  juvenile  delinquency,  drunkenness,  and  the  many  other 
variety  of  mental,  moral  and  physical  disease.  The  stench  of  these  accumu- 
lated vices  not  only  stifle  us,  but  their  offensive  odours  reach  up  to  God 
himself. 

As  we  suffer  the  degradation  and  endure  the  stench  of  our  modern 
Augean  Stable,  we  might  wish  for  a  Hercules  with  an  Alpheus  River  at 
his  fingertips  to  help  clean  us  up  a  little  bit.  Cleanliness  is  next  to  Godliness 
and  all  of  our  most  worthwhile  labours  are  on  a  do-it-yourself  basis.  It 
might  stimulate  our  imaginations  to  remember  the  cleaning-up  job  done 
on  the  Augean  Stables  of  Noah's  day,  when  the  earth  was  cleansed  by 
decree. 

The  flood  of  Noah's  day  has  more  than  ordinary  interest  to  us  be- 
cause the  Master  compared  their  day  with  our  own.  The  divine  timetable 
indicates  that  the  earth  is  again  about  due  for  a  thorough  cleansing,  thin 
time  by  fire.  Malachi  says,  "But  who  shall  abide  the  day  of  hi1; 
coming  and  who  shall  stand  when  he  appeareth  for  he  is  like  a  refiners  fire 
and  like  fullers  soap."  (Mai.  3  :  2.)  Sometimes  corruption  gets  so  firmly  en- 
trenched in  people  that  it  can  only  be  cleaned  out  by  the  complete  destruc- 
tion of  the  people  themselves. 

If  as  a  child  anyone  objected  to  having  his  ears  scrubbed  he  ha:i 
something  to  look  forward  to  when  fire  will  be  used  as  the  cleansing 
agent.  It  would  be  a  much  better  idea  to  turn  on  a  flood  of  righteousness 
to  clean  up  our  individual  lives  in  advance  on  our  own  power  so  that 
it  would  not  need  to  be  done  by  less  gentle  means.

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REVELATION

T  WOULD  like  to  say  a  few 
-*-  things  this  afternoon  about  reve- 
lation which  underlies  all  that  God 
has  done  in  the  earth  with  his 
children.  I  invite  you  to  join  your 
prayers  with  mine  that  while  I 
speak,  you  and  I  may  both  enjoy 
the  spirit  of  inspiration.  That  we 
do  so  is  imperative,  because  to  talk 
about  revelation  without  the  spirit 
of  inspiration  would   be  futile. 

First,  as  to  the  Principle :  Prayer 
is  the  means  by  which  men  com- 
municate with  God.  Revelation  is 
the  means  by  which  God  communi- 
cates with  men.  Revelation  is  in- 
dispensable to  an  understanding  of 
the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  The 
very  nature  of  the  gospel  is  such 
that  without  the  active  and  constant 
operation  of  the  principle  of  reve- 
lation, it  could  not  be  understood 
nor  could   it  be   had. 

The  gospel  deals  with  total 
truth  —  "...  Knowledge  of  things 
as  they  are,  and  as  they  were,  and 
as  they  are  to  come."  (D&C  93  :  24) 
Such  truth  is  not  to  be  had  through 
man's  ordinary  learning  processes. 
His  sensory  powers  are  calculated 
and  adapted  to  deal  only  with  the 
things  of  this  earth.  Without  reve- 
lation, man's  intellect  is  wholly 
inadequate  for  the  discovery  of  the 
ultimate  truth  with  which  the  gos- 
pel deals. 

Paul  spoke  of  this  to  the  Corin- 
thians when  he  said :  ".  .  .  my 
speech  and  my  preaching  were  not 
with  enticing  words  of  man's  wis- 
dom, but  in  demonstration  of  the 
Spirit  and   of  Power: 

".  .  .  your  faith  should  not  stand 
in  the  wisdom  of  men,  but  in  the 
power  of  God. 

"For  what  man  (continues  Paul) 
knoweth  the  things  of  man,  save 
the  spirit  of  man  which  is  in  him? 
even  so  the  things  of  God  knoweth 
no  man,  but  the  Spirit  of  God." 
(1  Cor.  2:4-5,  11). 

The  principle  of  revelation  is  the 
key    which    opens    the    mind    and 


spirit  of  man  to  an  understanding 
of  the  gospel.  There  is  no  other 
key  to  such  knowledge.  Thinkers 
have  philosophized;  poets  have 
dreamed;  and  scientists  have  ex- 
perimented; but  only  God  speaks 
with  a  sure  knowledge  of  all 
truth. 

Some  years  ago  I  listened  to  a 
lecturer  who  argued  long  and 
deviously  and  came  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  there  was  no  such  thing 
as  religious  knowledge.  Within  his 
premises,  he  was  right.  He  had  no 
religious  knowledge,  and  he  could 
not  obtain  any  because  he  had 
ruled   out   revelation. 

It  is  my  witness  to  you,  however, 
that  by  the  power  of  God,  truth 
concerning  the  eternal  verities  with 
which  the  gospel  deals  has  been  in 
the  past,  is  now  being,  and  will  in 
the  future  continue  to  be  communi- 
cated to  men  from  heaven  by  reve- 
lation. 

"Revelation"  is  the  "governing 
law  of  conduct"  —  the  age-old 
established  rule  of  action  or  prin- 
ciple by  which  God  communes  with 
men. 

Now  a  word  as  to  the  Nature  of 
Revelation :  Since  revelation  is  by 
nature  spiritual,  man,  to  receive  it, 
must  be  spiritually  born  again. 
You  will  recall  how  earnestly  Jesus 
sought  to  put  this  point  over  *o 
Nicodemus,  repeatedly  telling  him 
that  except  a  man  be  born  again, 
he  could  neither  see  nor  enter  the 
kingdom    of   God. 

Man  is  a  dual  being.  He  is  com- 
posed of  a  spirit  and  a  body.  His 
body  came  into  being  with  his 
entrance  into  this  world  of  mor- 
tality. His  spirit  as  an  individual 
person  was  begotten  unto  God  in 
the  spirit  world.  Through  a  long 
period  of  growth  and  development, 
each  person's  spirit  came  to  know 
God  and  spiritual  things,  including 
the  gospel,  obedience  to  which  is 
a  prerequisite  to  attaining  eternal 
life.  Men,  however,  enter  mortality 
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spiritually  blind.  Never  in  this  life 
do  they  recover  memory  of  pre- 
mortal spiritual  things.  What  they 
here  learn  of  them  must  be  revealed 
anew. 

One  of  God's  purposes  in  grant- 
ing men  mortal  life  is  that  they 
might  be  tested  ".  .  .  to  see  if  they 
will  do  all  things  whatsoever  the 
Lord  their  God  shall  command 
them;  .  .  .  they  who  keep  their 
second  estate  (meaning  this  mortal 
estate)  shall  have  glory  added 
upon  their  heads  for  ever  and 
ever."   (Abraham    3:25-26). 

Since  attaining  this  glory  is  con- 
ditioned upon  obedience  to  the 
laws  and  ordinances  of  the  gospel, 
and  since  men  come  into  life  ig- 
norant of  these  principles  and 
ordinances,  justice  demands  that 
they  be  given  opportunity  to  learn 
about  them.  God,  being  not  only 
just  but  merciful,  provided  reve- 
lation as  the  means  by  which  man 
might   be   so   advised. 

The  Lord  also  saw  to  it  that 
men  were  so  constituted  that  by  the 
proper  exercise  of  their  moral 
agency  with  which  he  also  endowed 
them,  it  would  be  natural  for 
them  to  respond  to  revelation. 
Otherwise,  it  would  not  be  just  to 
hold  them  accountable  for  their 
failure  to  respond  thereto. 

I  know  the  scriptures  say  that 
"the  natural  man  is  an  enemy  to 
God,  .  .  ."  (Mosiah  3:19)  And  so 
he  is  when  he  rejects  the  prompt- 
ings of  the  Spirit  and  follows  the 
lusts  of  the  flesh.  But  he  is  not  an 
enemy  to  God  when  he  follows  the 
promptings  of  the  Spirit. 

I  firmly  believe  that  notwithstand- 
ing the  fact  that  men,  as  an  incident 
to  mortality,  are  cast  out  from  the 
presence  of  God  and  deprived  of 
past  memories,  there  still  persists  in 
the  spirit  of  every  human  soul  a 
residuum  from  his  pre-existent 
spiritual  life  which  instinctively 
responds  to  the  voice  of  the  Spirit 
of  Christ  until  and  unless  inhibited 
by  the  free  agency  of  the  individual. 
If  I  had  time,  I  could  cite  many 
authorities    on   this    point. 

Now,  as  to  the  Manifestations  of 
Revelation :  Revelation  comes  to 
men  in  an  unlimited  number  of 
ways.   Three   separate   mediums  are 


mentioned  in  the  first  recorded 
account  of  revelation  —  the  spoken 
word,  the  visitation  of  angels,  and 
the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  As  a 
consequence  of  his  transgression 
Adam  was  cast  out  from  Gods 
presence.  But  he  was  not  forsaken. 
As  he  and  Eve  toiled  and  prayed. 
".  .  .  they  heard  the  voice  of  the 
Lord  from  the  way  toward  the 
Garden  of  Eden,  .  .  .  (Moses  5:4). 

"And  after  many  days  an  angel 
of  the  Lord  appeared  unto  Adam, 
.  .  ."  (Ibid  5:6). 

"And  in  that  day  the  Holy  Ghost 
fell  upon  Adam,  which  beareth 
record  of  the  Father  and  the 
Son,  .   .  ."  (Ibid,  5:9). 

The  spoken  word  has  been  heard 
on  many  occasions.  Moses  heard  it 
from  the  burning  bush;  Samuel  in 
the  temple.  The  Nephites  heard  the 
voice  of  the  unseen  Jesus. 

As  to  the  visitation  of  angel,  we 
have  many  examples.  One  which 
moves  me  as  much  as  any  is  the 
record  in  the  third  chapter  of 
Ether  of  the  appearance  of  Jesus 
in  his  spirit  body  to  the  brother 
of  Jared. 

You  will  remember  how,  as  Alma 
was  travelling  from  Ammonihah  to 
Aaron,  an  angel  appeared  to  him 
and  said,  referring  to  the  time  of 
Alma's  conversion,  "I  am  the  same 
angel  that  appeared  to  you  before." 
(See  Alma  8:15). 

We  read  in  the  110th  section  of 
the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  about 
the  visitation  to  the  Prophet  and 
Oliver  of  Moses,  Elias,  and  Elijah. 

Anoher  manifestation  of  revela- 
tion is  the  unspoken  word,  a  good 
illustration  of  which  is  given  us  by 
Enos.  He  says:  ".  .  .  while  I  was 
thus  struggling  in  the  spirit,  behold, 
the  voice  of  the  Lord  came  into 
my  mind  again,  saying :  .  .  ."  (Enos 
10).  Then  he  tells  us  what  the  voice 
of  the  Lord  put  in  his  mind.  This 
is  a  very  common  means  of  revel- 
ation. It  comes  into  one's  mind  in 
words  and  sentences.  With  this 
medium  of  revelation  I  am  perso- 
nally   well    acquainted. 

Another  medium  is  an  impelling 
impulse  of  the  nature  received  by 
the  Prophet  when  he  read  James 
1  : 5     "Never     (said     he)     did     any 
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passage  of  scripture  come  with 
more  power  to  the  heart  of  man 
than  this  did  at  this  time  to  mine. 
It  seemed  to  enter  with  great  force 
into  every  feeling  of  my  heart." 
(Joseph    Smith   2:12). 

Another  means  is  dreams  — 
Jacob's  ladder,  for  example, 
Joseph's  dream  of  the  sheaves, 
Pharaoh's  dream  of  the  lean  and 
fat  years.  There  were  Nebuchad- 
nezzar's dream,  Daniel's  dream, 
Lehi's  dream.  Joseph,  the  husband 
of  Mary,  was  warned  in  a  dream 
to  take  Mary  and  Jesus  into  Egypt. 

Another  medium  of  revelation  is 
visions.  You  know  about  Nephi's 
vision,  the  prophet's  great  vision 
recorded  in  the  76th  section  of  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants,  and 
President  Joseph  F.  Smith's  vision 
of  work  for  the  dead  in  the  spirit 
world. 

Flashes  of  ideas  that  come  into 
one's  mind  represent  another  type 
or  manifestation  of  revelation. 
Listen  to  this  statement  of  the 
Prophet  Joseph :  "A  person  may 
profit  by  noticing  the  first  intima- 
tion of  the  spirit  of  revelation;  for 
instance,  when  you  feel  pure  intelli- 
gence flowing  into  you,  it  may  give 
you  sudden  strokes  of  ideas,  so  that 
by  noticing  it,  you  may  find  it  ful- 
filled that  were  presented  unto 
your  minds  by  the  Spirit  of  God, 
will  come  to  pass;  and  understand- 
ing it,  you  may  grow  into  the  prin- 
ciple of  revelation,  until  you  be- 
come perfect  in  Christ  Jesus.'' 
(Teachings  of  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith,  p.  151). 

One  of  the  most  familiar  types 
of  revelation  is  the  one  which  the 
Lord  took  so  much  pains  to  teach 
to  Oliver  Cowdery.  The  lesson 
begins  in  the  6th  and  8th  sections 
of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenanats 
and  concludes  it  in  the  9th  section. 
Oliver  wanted  to  translate,  and  the 
Lord  finally  gave  his  consent.  But 
Oliver  didn't  work  hard  enough. 
When  he  complained  about  it,  the 
Lord  said : 

"Do  not  murmur,  my  son,  for  it 
is  wisdom  in  me  that  I  have  dealt 
with    you    after    this   manner. 

"Behold,  you  have  not  under- 
stood; you  have  supposed  that  I 
would  give  it  unto  you,  when  you 


took  no  thought  save  it  was  to  ask 
me. 

But,  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  that 
you  must  study  it  out  in  your  mind; 
then  you  must  ask  me  if  it  be  right, 
and  if  it  is  right  I  will  cause  that 
your  bosom  shall  feel  that  it  is 
right. 

"But  if  it  be  not  right  you  shall 
have  no  such  feelings,  but  you  shall 
have  a  stupor  of  thought  .  .  ." 
(D&C   9:6-9). 

This  is  the  kind  of  revelation  we 
can  all  live  by.  One  need  not  make 
serious  mistakes  in  life.  Such  can 
be  avoided  by  following  this 
formula.  It  will  guide  us  in  all  our 
activities  if  we  will  become  sensi- 
tive to  it. 

The  foregoing  are  but  some  of 
the   means    of   revelation. 

In  connection  with  this  principle 
of  revelation,  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  further  said : 

"We  consider  that  God  has 
created  man  with  a  mind  capable 
of  instruction,  and  a  faculty  which 
may  be  enlarged  in  proportion  to 
the  heed  and  diligence  given  to  the 
light  communicated  from  heaven  to 
the  intellect;  .  .  .  the  nearer  man 
approaches  perfection  the  clearer 
are  his  views,  and  the  greater  his 
enjoyments,  till  he  has  overcome 
the  evils  of  his  life  and  lost  every 
desire  for  sin;  and  like  the  ancients, 
arrives  at  that  point  of  faith  where 
he  is  wrapped  in  the  power  and 
glory  of  his  Maker,  and  is  caught 
up  to  dwell  with  Him."  (DHC 
2:8). 

In  qualifying  to  receive  revela- 
tion, as  in  all  righteousness,  Jesus 
is  our  great  exemplar.  He  so 
qualified  himself  that  he  received 
through  revelation  "a  fulness  of  the 
glory  of  the  Father." 
With  respect  to  this  point,  John 
the  Beloved  bore  this  witness : 
"...    I    beheld    his   glory,    as    the 

glory  of  the  Only  Begotten  of  the 

Father,   .   .   . 
"And  I,  John,  saw  that  he  received 

not  of  the  fulness  at  the  first  .  .  . 
".   .   .  but  continued  from  grace  to 

grace,  until  he  received  a  fulness; 
"And  I,  John,  bear  record  that  he 

received  a  fulness  of  the  glory  of 

the  Father." 

(D&C  93:11-13,  16) 
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To  me,  among  the  most  inspiring 
passages  of  all  scripture  is  the 
comment  of  Jesus  on  this  testimony 
of  John's,  which,  as  you  will 
remember,  was  dictated  to  the 
Prophet  by  the  Saviour.  After 
quoting  John's  testimony,  Jesus  said 
to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith : 

"I  give  unto  thee  sayings  that 
you  may  understand  and  know 
how  to  worship,  that  you  may  come 
unto  the  Father  in  my  name,  and 
in  due  time  receive  of  his  fulness. 

"For  if  you  keep  my  command- 
ments you  shall  receive  of  his  ful- 
ness, and  be  glorified  in  me  as  I  am 
in  the  Father;  therefore,  I  say  unto 
you,  you  shall  receive  grace  for 
grace."   (Ibid.   93:    19-20) 

Now  this  is  Christ's  promise  to 
the  Prophet,  and  it  is  his  pro- 
mise to  us. 

".  .  .  no  man  receiveth  a  fulness 
unless  he  keepeth  his  command- 
ments. 

"He  that  keepeth  his  command- 
ments receiveth  truth  and  light, 
until  he  is  glorified  in  truth  and 
knoweth  all  things."  (Ibid.  93 : 
27-28) 

We  receive  a  little  revelation;  we 
obey  it;  we  receive  a  little  more, 
obey  it,  and  repeat  the  cycle  over 
and  over  again. 

This  is  the  pattern  by  which  the 
promise  of  the  first  paragraph  of 
this  great  revelation  may  be 
obtained.  As  you  now  listen  to  this 
promise,  let  your  souls  be  filled 
with  hope. 

"Verily,  thus  saith  the  Lord:  It 
shall  come  to  pass  that  every  soul 
who  forsaketh  his  sins  and  cometh 
unto  me,  and  calleth  on  my  name, 


and  obeyeth  my  voice  and  keepeth 
my  commandments,  shall  see  my 
face  and  know  that  I  am."  (Ibid., 
93:1). 

In  these  remarks  I  have,  as  you 
of  course  have  noted,  omitted  any 
reference  to  revelation  in  connec- 
tion with  the  great  advances  of 
science  in  our  age.  This  I  have 
done  deliberately.  I  know  that  all 
men  live  and  learn  by  the  light  of 
the  Spirit  of  Christ;  I  know  that  all 
progress  in  science  and  other  fields 
of  secular  learning  is  made  possible 
by  the  light  of  Christ.  I  do  not, 
however,  think  that  our  distinctive 
message  about  revelation  lies  in 
such  fields  of  learning  but  rather 
in  the  field  of  religion. 

Our  message  is  that  we  are  living 
in  the  great  and  last  dispensation 
of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ;  that 
God  has  opened  the  heavens  anew; 
that  by  direct  revelation  through 
the  means  we  have  been  consider- 
ing, he  has  revealed  himself,  re- 
stored his  gospel,  set  up  his  Church 
with  power  and  authority  to  preach 
the  gospel  and  administer  the 
saving  ordinances  thereof;  and  that 
he  is  now,  today,  continuing  to 
direct  by  revelation  his  great  pro- 
gramme for  the  blessing  and  the 
salvation  of  the  human   race. 

Our  great  mission  is  to  declare 
this  message  with  such  simple 
clarity  and  inspired  conviction  that 
men  of  all  lands  will  hearken,  in- 
vestigate, and  prayerfully  seek  until, 
through  personal  revelation  to 
themselves,  they  obtain  a  saving 
witness  for  themselves.  That  we  may 
successfully  discharge  this  mission. 
I  humbly  pray  in  the  name  of 
Jesus   Christ.     Amen.
